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HOW THE" FSDEEAL RESERVE BANKS 


TREATED THE FARMER 


Senator George Norris of Xebrasaka, re- 


cently while the Senate was discussing the reso-j 
lution proposing credit relief to the farmers. 
gave a very clear illustration of the failure of the 
Federal Reserve system to extend credit to 
farmers as liberally as it did to some other lines 
of business. He used a concrete illustration. \\ i 
are not going to comment upon it, but we will re- 
late it in his own words, as he spoke it on tlu-1 
floor of the Senate. 
1 


It should be understood that in refusing j 


credit to the farmer, the bank was under the di- 
rection of the Federal Reserve Banks. It should 
also be borne in mind that since the time that 
this occurred, loans on automobiles have almost 
disappeared, but eastern banks have been loan- 
ing upon other forms of collateral and using n 
great amount of money, while western farmers 
Save been in distress. 


We have heard of no complaint in our coun- 


ty and ar'e simply showing this to give the read- 
ers a glimpse of the nation-wide situation. 


Senator Norris said: 
"It happened here in the State of Maryland 


with a farmer with whom I have been acquainted 
ever since I have been in Washington, for about 
18 years now. He is a man who is perfectly 
good. He has a farm of between three and four 
Hundred acres, finely improved, with a fine lot of 
stock of all kinds. He told me himself in my of- 
fice over in the Senate Office Building, less than 
a yeal? ago; that he went to the bank to borrow 
$500 to buy fertilizer. Now in my edtmtryrwe 
hardly know what fertilizer means, but every- 
body in the East knows what that means in rais- 
ing a crop. It is one of the necessities; and his 
banker told him that he could not loan him the 
money. He said that while he was perfectly 
good, and he would be glad to loan to him if he 
could loan to anybody, under the orders of the 
Federal Reserve Board'he could not make a loan 
for the purpose of buying fertilizer. 


"The man who operated that farm, and 


owned it, was not quite satisfied. He doubted 
whether the Federal Reserve Board were operat- 
ing this thing in good faith, and while he had no 
reason to doubt the word of the banker he 
thought he would see if he could get credit in an- 
other direction. 


^ "So he drove around to the automobile deal- 


er in his automobile, and said, 'My automobile is 
getting old. and I have been thinking of buying 
a new one. I wish you would look at it and see j 
how much you will allow me for it if I get an- 
other one just like it only new.' 


"The dealer looked it over, and took him 


and showed him the new one, and told him what 
he would allow him on the old one. Then the 
man said, 'But I haven't got the money. I would 
not be able to pay you the cash difference'—and 
it was a good deal more than $500 difference, too. 


"The dealer said, 'That makes no difference. 


I will take your note. Give me your note and, UI,uvvw 
get out of your old machine, get in the new one ferished-" 
and it will be all over.'
